I,  DINA  NATH  of  3/17  Dogra  Hegt,  do  solernly  end  sincerely  declare 
that: 

1,  I  an  DINA  NATH  L/Cpl  in  3/17  Dogra  Kogt, 

2,  While  in  New  Guinea  as  an  Indian  PW  I  v/r.s  a  r.oi;ber  of  l8  Indian 
Walking  Party, 

3«  In  the  nonth  of  May,  19^'-4,  the  main  body  of  l8  Indian  Working 
party  left  BUT  and  proceeded  to  RAE/J'IG  about  7  niles  south  of 
BUT,  About  100  Indians  were  too  sick  to  nove  and  were  left  behind 
at  BUT,  Jenadar  ADHIN  CHAND  of  3/17  Dogra  Regt,  renainod  with  tho^ 

4,  Approxinatcly  cnenonth  later  L/Cpl  TAK/.SHI  a  nenber  of  the 
Japanese  guard  of  l8  ’Working  Party  rejoined  us  at  RABiJ'IG,  He 
had  been  left  behind  at  BUT  with  the  100  sick  INDIANS,  Four  or 
five  Indians  Including  CPL  PHUi.L/J'I  SINGH  and  r.yself  were  sitting 
together,  Cpl  IHUIiAiJ  SINGH  could  speak  Japanese  and  he  asked  L/EpL 
T/jCASHI  how  the  sick  Indians  wore  getting  on  at  BUT»  L/Cpl  TAKi^SIii 
replied  that  all  the  Indians  at  BUT  had  been  r.achlne  gunned  and 
killed  by  the  Japanese  as  a  reprisal  for  the  action  of  sene  Gurklia- 
in  signalling  Allied  Aircraft,  w/hon  the  Japanese  began  to  nachino 
gun  the  Indians  L/Cpl  TAK;*SIiI  stated  that  sore  of  then  took  refuge 
in  nearby  trenches,  Vdien  the  rachine  gunning  was  over  the 
Japanese  threw  grenades  into  those  trenches.  He  also  stated  that 
allied  aircraft  continued  to  circle  the  area  and  dropped  a  snail 
boat  .into  the-  sea.  Sore  Gurkhas  nado  an  iansuccessf\ai  attenpt  to 
roach  it, 

5,  About  three  days  later  Jenadar  ADHIN  GKAND  arrived  and  told 
the  other  Indians  and  myself  the  story  we  had  already  heard  from. 
L/Cpl  TAKiiSIiI  threurh  Cpl  Pi:UI.IAN  SINGH,  The  latter  escaped  with 
Capt,  PATEL'S  party"  in  Axigust  and  I  -b  not  know  what  happened  to 
hln,
